Paranthood aducaelon claaaaa ara avallabla on all of tha high achool campuaaa 
through tha Hoaa Econoi^ca VlapartMnt.

1976-77 and 1977-78. Infant cantara wara locatad at LBJ, Johnaton, and Lanlar 
High Schaola, and tha Kaallng Uamlng Cantar. During 1978-79, Infant cantara 
will oparata ac LBJ, Johnston. Kaallng, and Manchaca (naar Travla). Tha 
infant davalopMnt laboratory cantara provlda opportunlti«a for:
